An article in Table Talk newspaper, M elbourne, Victoria dated Thursday 3 
January 1901 headed " Toby" Barton in Excelsis, reads as follows. 


Schoolboys are responsible for the Federal Premier being universally known 
in Sydney as "Toby." The name attached itself to him when a Grammar 
School boy, and has stuck ever since, so that it isa common thing just now 
to hear that "after all it was only right that Toby should be at the head of 
the first Federal M inistry." It is pleasant to recall now that he is a Sydney 
native, and was born at Glebe Point on J anuary 18th, 1819. H eis one of the 
"old boys" both of Fort-street Public School and Sydney Grammar School; 
went from there to the University, and was called to the bar of N ew South 
Wales in 1871. 
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Although M r, Barton has been Speaker of the Legislative Assembly for four 
years and Attorney-General twice, it has been as a member of the Federal 
Conventions that he made his mark, having never given his whole heart to 
anything so completely before. H e has several relatives in M elbourne. One 
sister is Mrs. A. B. Robinson, wife of the well-known commercial editor of 
the" Age," whoseson, Arthur Robinson, has lately entered Parliament. M r. 
Bryant, the barrister, is also another of his nephews. Mr. Barton is one of 
theAustralian politicians who has never grown rich, although he has earned 
enormous sums at the bar.

Edmund Harold Swift was born at Balmain on 5 April 1893, the son of 
J.H .Swift of M irfield, Yorkshire, England.

By arrangement with SOCOG a digital image taken at the medal presentation 
ceremony was sent to Fuji Xerox at M ascot, New South Wales where it 
was combined with a pre-designed frame format under the auspices of an 
Australia Post official. Once accepted this was then transmitted to Fuji 
X erox document printers in Sydney, M elbourne, Brisbane, Adelaide, Perth, 
and Canberra where a limited quantity of pre-perforated sheets were used 
to print the ‘digital’ stamps. 


Black backing sheets were interleaved as part of this production process 
and as they contained an offset image, were NOT supposed to be issued 
to collectors. Each state's sheet bore an identifying animal logo at bottom 
right (N SW isa platypus). Stamps were then despatched to 69 selected post 
offices throughout Australia for sale from noon the day after. 


T hesameimage was transmitted to SN P Ausprint in M elbournewheresimilar 
sheets (with a different identifying logo) were printed for normal distribution 
and available on the second day after production. 


These sheets were purchased at the Olymphilex stamp & collectibles 
exhibition post office at Centrepoint in Sydney and the appropriate sport 
pictogram postmark applied once to each sheet.

Due to a banking crisis in 1893, all banks in Sydney closed their doors 
with the exception of the Union Bank, The Bank of Australasia, the Bank 
of New South Wales and the City Bank of Sydney.

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Situated on the southern coast of Sicily, Gela was founded in 688 BC by 
Cretans and Rhodians. It rose to become the most influential state on the 
island. In 485 its ruler Gelon seized Syracuse and transferred his capital 
there, taking with him many of the leading citizens. His brother Hieron, 
later tyrant of Syracuse, was left in charge of Gela. Tetradrachm issues at 
Gela probably began circa 480 BC, shortly thereafter becoming the principal 
denomination of the Geloan coinage, and remaining so down to the time of 
the destruction of thecity by Carthaginian invadersin 405 BC. Theultimate 
design of the tetradrachms displayed a racing chariot, borrowed from the 
Syracusan coinage, and theforepart of a man-headed bull. The rather brutal 
half-length figure of the man-headed bull swimming right is based on the 
‘father of all rivers', Achelous, and is clearly identified by the ethnic Gelas 
as the personification of the river Gelas rushing to its mouth, where the 
city Gela stood.

Teos was founded at an early date by colonists from Orchomenos, followed 
by later settlers from elsewhere in Boeotia and Athenians. Perhaps this 
mixture of components lead to their adoption of thegriffin as a civic symbol, 
a creature of both land and air. The griffin was also most appropriate as 
a coin type, a mythical beast who protected the gold deposits in the land 
of the Arimaspi in the far north and those of distant India. The fine silver 
coinage of Teos was just as secure. The griffin followed the Teans when they 
abandoned their city to found a new colony at Abdera in Thrace,

X anthus has been suggested as the likely mint for this and related issues (See 
G.K. Jenkins, ‘Recent acquisitions of Greek Coins by the British M useum', 
NC 1959, p.33). H owever the question is unresolved since this stater and all 
the related piecesin the SN G Berry, ACN AC Rosen and SN G Von Aulock all 
fall clearly into the heavy weight classification. Thus M orkholm has in 'The 
Classification of Lycian coins before Alexander the Great’ (JNG 1964, pp

The helmet on the reverse has been the subject of much comment. Initially 
called by M adden in 1864 a vessel, others like Kindler in 1974 refer to it 
as a thymaterion (an incense burner). M eshorer and H endin in more recent 
times called it a helmet. Its confirmation as a helmet was shown by Hendin 
in thelsrael N umismatic J ournal Vol.11 1990-1 in which a superb specimen 
clearly showed a wreathed helmet with a large leaf as a central device. Thus 
the object is a soldier's helmet with a wreath, cheek pieces and straps. Leaves 
on helmets were a suitable symbol and design motif at this time as H erod | 
did not depict human images on any of his coins.

Pupienus and Balbinus reintroduced the double denarius or antoninianus 
denomination, which had been discontinued by Elagabalus two decades 
earlier. Whatever their motives in so doing, this proved to be an act of 
momentous consequence, for the new coin rapidly drove out of circulation 
the silver denarius, which had been the mainstay of the currency system for 
the past 450 years. The issue of antoniniani by both rulers concentrated 
exclusively on the theme of harmony between the Augusti, an expression of 
hope rather than a commemoration of the true state of affairs.

H eserved with A Squadron under Captain Robertson in the Spelonken and, 
on 2 July 1901, was at the head of the squad from which the advance patrol 
was selected to intercept and shoot the six Boers who were believed to be 
coming in to surrender. H e was fortunate not to be included in the party. 
Discharged at Pretoria on 6 December 1901. Served subsequently as No.5 in 
the East Griqualand M ounted Volunteers, and later as N 0.623 in theN atal 
Volunteer Composite Regiment. His QSA was named ‘Pietersburg Light 
H orse’ and he qualified for the clasps Transvaal, SA 1901 & SA 1902. 


After the war he joined the N atal Border Police and then the N atal Police 
with which heserved during the Zulu Rebellion of 1906 and earned theN atal 
M edal with 1906 bar. He had militia service with the 2nd South African 
M ounted Rifles, and when World War | broke out in 1914 he was ready to 
serve with them. He fought in the 1915 campaign in German South West 
Africa with the South African M ounted Rifles, and for his gallantry was 
awarded theDCM (Distinguished Conduct M edal). H ewasalso therecipient 
of the South African Police 'Voor Troue Dienst’ (For Faithful Service) medal. 
H is medals are pictured on the dustjacket of this volume.'

Woolmore, pp266-7, 'Payne Robert, Trooper No.1572: Born Australia 2 
November 1868. Served previously as Corporal No.269 in A Company, 
6th New South Wales Imperial Bushmen. He embarked at Sydney on the 
transport Armenian on 23 April 1900 and entered the Transvaal via the port 
of Beira in Portuguese East Africa, then through Rhodesia and Bechuanaland, 
crossing the border near M afeking from where they attempted to relieve 
the besieged garrison at Elands River Post. After serving in South Africa for 
morethan 12 months hereturned to Australia on thetroopship Orient which 
left East London on 23 June 1901 and arrived in Sydney on 17 July 1901. 
He later returned to South Africa and enlisted in SH (Steinaecker's H orse) 
at Durban on 26 November 1901 - bushman, age 33, height 5'10", blue 
eyes, fair hair, tattoos on both forearms, address: Durban. NOK: mother, 
M rs Payne, Appin, Victoria, Australia.

On 16 M ay 1900, a day before the Relief Column entered M afeking to end 
the 7 month siege, a 9 man patrol of the|mperial Light H orse, commanded by 
the prominent Australian, M ajor Walter Karri Davies, evaded the encircling 
Boer forces and entered the Town. T herewas much jubilation and singing of 
anthems at BP's headquarters on their arrival. After the relief, M ajor Karri 
Davies ordered a silver salver to be made and engraved for presentation to 
the Lowveldt big game hunter, H enry Farmer Francis, one of the 8 members 
of his patrol. Three days earlier Francis had lost his brother killed in action 
at the battle at M aritzani, a few miles south of M afeking. 


Farmer Francis later accepted a commission as Captain in Steinaecker's 
H orse and was killed in action during the pre dawn battle at Fort M pisane 
on 7 August 1901. He was already dead when the engraved silver salver 
arrived from England and it was sent to his next-of-kin in Durban. On the 
salver is engraved the names of all the 9 men on that historic patrol. O ne of 
them, Warby, was also an Australian and was awarded the 'Distinguished 
Conduct M edal’. 
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Information from the book titled Steinaecker's Horsemen by William (Bill) 
Woolmore, pp189, 'Francis Henry Farmer, Lieutenant/Captain (AO 310 
6:4:01): A well-known lowveld big game hunter who was highly respected 
by both whites and blacks. H ehad hunted with his friend, Percy Fitzpatrick, 
and is mentioned by name in Fitzpatrick's classic Jock of the Bushveldt. 
It was Francis who, years before the war, captured the lions kept at his 
residence, Groote Schuur, by Cecil Rhodes. He had shot a lioness and 
discovered that she had three cubs nearby. Francis took the cubs back to 
his camp which was located near the kraal of Chief M pisane N xumalo and 
they were foster-mothered by his setter bitch. He later gave the cubs to his 
friend, Percy Fitzpatrick, who kept them for some time until their size and 
the problem of housing the rapidly growing lions forced him to part with 
them. Fitzpatrick presented the lions to Cecil Rhodes who had a den built 
for them at his residencein the Cape. Beforethey could bedelivered however 
one died as a result of snakebite. The other two were still living at Groote 
Schuur in 1909, many years after their capture. Prior to the Anglo-Boer War 
Francis was the first warden appointed to the Sabie Game Reserve which 
was later expanded to becomethe Kruger N ational Park. Whilea Lieutenant 
in Steinaecker's H orse he wrote to Percy Fitzpatrick to see if he could later 
have him appointed superintendent of the park. 


Francis served previously as Trooper N 0.647 in the |mperial Light H orse and 
served with that unit in Ladysmith during the siege and later was a member of 
the column which relieved the besieged town of M afeking. His brother, who 
was also serving in the Imperial Light H orse, was killed outside M afeking. 
Farmer Francis was discharged from the|mperial Light H orseon 12 O ctober 
1900. He joined SH (Steinaecker's H orse) as Lieutenant on 12 November 
1900 (AO 281 13:2:01) and was promoted to Captain on 5 M arch 1901. 
H e was killed in action (shot through the head) at Fort M pisane, north of 
the Sabie River, near Hassan Ughaz on 7 August 1901 where he had been 
in command of the garrison. On 6 June 1902 Steinaecker reported that 
Francis 'would have been recommended for award for general good service 
and military ability had he survived’. Regardless he was M entioned in Lord 
Kitchener's despatches (London Gazette 29 July 1902). Percy Fitzpatrick 
later said of him, 'a braver or a stauncher comrade no man could want’. 
H e qualified for the QSA medal with clasps Defence of Ladysmith, R elief 
of M afeking, Transvaal & SA 1901. His medal and clasps were sent to M rs 
W.Buckle, Stampford Hill, Durban.’

One of the earliest residents of the Illawarra region of the Colony of 
N ew South Wales - Christopher Echlin was conceived at N ew York in the 
closing stages of the American Revolutionary War and was born in 1783 at 
Falmouth, N ew England in America. His mother Catherine was most likely 
the widow or daughter of a soldier and his father Thomas, a Quartermaster 
Sergeant with the 17th Foot Regiment, had been taken prisoner once and 
narrowly escaped capture a second time at Yorktown after being wounded 
in the hand and foot. 


After the war the family returned to England and in 1792-3 Christopher 
enlisted in the Wexford M ilitia as a 9-year old Drummer Boy. His father 
was already serving in this unit and Christopher's brother Thomas joined 
a year later. In M ay-September 1798 he served in putting down The Irish 
Rebellion, possibly participating with his unit in the Battle of Vinegar Hill 
and the Battle of Goresbridge in J une 1798.

On 9 September 1805 he enlisted in the 2/5th Regiment of Foot and on 24 
January 1808 was promoted to Corporal. In 1809 his son William Leahy 
Echlin was born. He later became a noted surgeon and explorer joining the 
famous Sir Robert H ermann Schomburgk on his expedition to Guiana. On 
2 January 1810 Corporal Christopher Echlin arrived on the Peninsular and 
served in the following battles: - 27 September 1810, Battle of Busaco; and in 
1811, 12 M arch, Battle of R edinha; 3 to 5 M ay, Battle of Fuentes D'O noro; 
19 M ay to 10 J une, Second Siege of Badajoz; and 25 September, Battle of E| 
Bodon. On 7 December 1811 he was sent to England but returned to Spain 
in 1812 and was posted as wounded. On 9 December 1812 he rejoined his 
regiment at the rank of Sergeant. He returned to England in M arch 1813. 


On 6 May 1815 he marched from Windsor to Portsmouth as a Sergeant 
volunteer. Then on 13 July 1815 he deserted at Portsmouth whilst waiting 
for passage to St Vincent and on 25 July 1815 the Adjutant-General 
instructed that he be sent with other deserters on board the prison ship at 
the Isle of Wight where it was conceived that they could be kept in better 
security than at Fort Cumberland, and until an opportunity arose for their 
being embarked for foreign service. In that same month of J uly 1815 Ecklin 
was transferred to a penal regiment, the York Chasseurs, and sentenced to 
unlimited overseas military service. On 5 November 1815 he arrived in the 
West Indies at the rank of Corporal, on 2 January 1816 he was promoted 
to Sergeant and on 24 February was transferred to the Bourbon Regiment 
at the rank of Colour Sergeant. 


On 14-16 April 1816 he took an active part in the bloody suppression of 
‘Bussa's Slave R ebellion' in Barbados and on 25 April was transferred to the 
1st West India Regiment at the rank of Colour Sergeant. On 17-18 August 
1816 he was reduced in rank for 'unsoldierlike conduct and irregularities’. 
H ewas transferred to the 25th Regiment of Foot on 22 August 1816 and on 
25 June 1817 he left the West Indies with his regiment. In November 1817 
Echlin was employed on 'Recruiting duties within the H untington District’. 
On 24 September 1819 he qualified for 14 years service additional pay and 
shortly after on 12 October he deserted. He then joined the 5th Regiment 
of Foot but on 15 February 1820 he was arrested by civilian police and 
spent one month in Exeter City Prison for desertion. H e was released on 19 
M arch and was later posted to the West Indies as a reinforcement. On 18 
December 1820 he joined the 4th Regiment of Foot at Barbados from the 
5th Regiment of Foot as a 'Foreign Service M an’. 


During his time in Barbados he deserted on 31 October 1822 living in 
abandoned plantations with other deserters, frequently moving on to avoid 
the authorities. He finally returned to his regiment in March 1824. He 
appears to have deserted a second time although no details are available. It 
is hardly surprising that on 13 April 1825 Christopher Echlin was discharged 
at Antigua from the 4th R egiment of Foot and filenoted as:- Character - bad, 
chronic dysentery and worn out by hard drinking - hehad also deserted twice 
with the regiment. H e was returned to England and arrived at Chatham on 
21 July 1825. Then on 13 April 1826 he and Emily Du Bois, who was born 
in Switzerland, were married in London. About two weeks later on 25 April 
1826 he enlisted for service in the New South Wales Veterans Company 
and on 8 May he, along with his wife, left England on the ship Orpheus 
with 213 men, women and children and arrived at N ew South Wales on 
13 September 1826. 


Christopher Echlin was appointed Constable and clerk to thelllawara court 
but in January 1827 a letter from Lieutenant J .Fitzgerald commanding 
39th Regiment stated in part, 'the clerk and constable Christopher Echland 
(sic) of the Royal Veterans is by no means qualified for the situation | am 
confident he will be very useful as a constable.' Lieutenant Fitzgerald's letter 
was acted upon and Echlin was removed from his position but remained a 
Constable. Whilein Illawarra, Echlin held the positions of Chief Constable 
and also Constable in charge of the Illawarra Stockade. In another letter to 
the Colonial Secretary Lieutenant Fitzgerald requested that Echlin be allowed 
to build a house at the Boat H arbour Wollongong where he was stationed 
with a small allotment of ground attached to it. In December 1828 it was 
decided to grant him half-an-acreto the southward of Boat H arbour with the 
precise spot to bereported to the Surveyor General. In 1828 Constable Echlin 
attested before a J ustice of the Peace at Kiama regarding his involvement in 
the arrest of bushranger John N otley at Long Brush in Illawarra. He made 
the arrest along with three others but unfortunately he misled authorities 
and twice claimed the reward for the arrest. Also in February 1828 Echlin 
was convicted of trafficking at Boat H arbour 


In M arch 1829 Echlin wrotea very long and detailed letter (copy in research 
included with lot) to The Australian newspaper regarding his and his fellow 
soldiers difficulties in protecting the Illawarra residents from bushrangers 
and in his letter he was critical of the ability of a newly appointed young 
magistrate for the District to deal adequately with offenders due to his 
inexperience. Thenew magistrate, only about 20 years old and with less than 
a year in the colony, was the new Commanding Officer of 39th Regiment. 
Echlin was discharged from the N SW Veterans Company on 24 September 
1829 with character noted as Good.

lot 3364 There was a considerable volume of correspondence between 
Governor Darling and the Commanding O fficer of 39th R egiment concerning 
Christopher Echlin (see copies in research included with lot), firstly in relation 
to his duties, but particularly regarding his grant of land at Boat H arbour. 
Unfortunately, this never eventuated despite repeated requests for it to be 
finalised and eventually it was cancelled in 1838. He was however given a 
large land grant at Dapto as a member of the Veterans Company and in 
1832 it was reported that 11 acres of this property was in cultivation. On 
13 November 1838 Christopher and Emily Echlin purchased two allotments 
of land on thecorner of Burelli and K embla Street with a frontage on Burelli 
and a frontage on Stewart Street. The cost was one hundred pounds and 
they resided on Burelli Street until Christopher's death in 1865 and Emily's 
in 1870. There was one period of absence for Christopher when he was 
imprisoned for one year in Darlinghurst Gaol being released on 30 April 
1854. Details of his crime are unknown. 


In the 1880s the Echlin's timber cottage was replaced with a stone cottage. 
The site was redeveloped in the 1960s as Civic Place and then in 2018 it 
underwent demolition to make way for the construction of anew $22 million 
IM B bank building. 


Christopher had been declared dead by his father whilst he was serving in 
the Peninsula War and also by his soon-to-be wife whilst he was on servicein 
the West Indies, both obviously incorrect. It was however recorded correctly 
in the Illawarra M ercury on 30 M ay 1865 that Mr Christopher Echlin, a 
resident of the district during the last 36 years had died on Friday last at 
his residence in Burelli Street. Reference was made to his military service 
in the Peninsular War and his funeral took place at the Church of England 
burial ground wherethere could not have been less then four or five hundred 
persons present to witness the ceremony. Being a Freemason and having made 
a request to be buried with M asonic honors, the members of the fraternity, 
resident in the district, accompanied his remains to the grave. The burial 
service was read by the Rev. T.O .Ewing, after which theM asonic service was 
repeated by Mr. E.H .King, the Worshipful M aster of the Illawarra Lodge of 
Unanimity and Concord (Lodge N 0.903) and the members then returned to 
the Lodge room. That night the greater portion of them visited St M ichaels 
Church where the Rev. T.O.Ewing preached an eloquent sermon. 


Thus brought to a close the interesting life of a soldier with a chequered 
career that included overseas service, and a person who spent almost half of 
his life in Australia, a few of these in pursuit of bushrangers.

John Ballinger was born in Kildwick, County Clare, Ireland in 1787. He 
enlisted in the 3rd Battalion, Royal Scots Regiment and departed with his 
unit from Cork, Ireland on 10 July 1808 for Lisbon, Portugal. The unit 
had been sent there to fight the French and was part of a Brigade force to 
defend Portugal against N apoleon's French Army that had invaded Spain 
and Portugal. England has been allied with Portugal since 1350 and their 
peace treaty still survives today. 


Wellington's Allied Army moved into Spain and fought at the Battle of 
Salamanca and after winning an outstanding victory at Vittoria on 21 June 
1813 the Army laid siege to San Sebastian which stands on a peninsula in 
the Bay of Biscay and is dominated by a massive castle and fortification. 
Wellington wanted to clear this obstacleso that his main logistic supply route 
was clear and gain access to a vital seaport for supplies before advancing 
into France. 


The capture of San Sebastian began on 22 July 1813 when Sir Thomas 
Graham laid siege with 9,000 troops of which 4,600 were Portuguese. Wave 
after wave fought to breach the fortifications without success. | ohn Ballinger 
was severely wounded during thestorming of the battlements by the ‘Royals’. 
After the British Engineers detected a weak spot in the fortifications the city 
was taken. After gathering wine and brandy and moving the people from 
the city it was set on fire. All the streets in the city burnt for a week except 
for one, now known as 31st August Street, and each year the terrible siege 
and fire are remembered on 31st August. 


After being wounded at the Siege of San Sebastian J ohn Ballinger returned 
to England and after reporting to the Royal Chelsea Veterans H ospital for 
examination, was granted a pension on 6 M arch 1816. He married and had 
a son named J ohn. Some years later, John and his wife and young daughter, 
M ary born in 1865, migrated to Australia in the 1870s. Ballinger Hill in 
Caloundra, Queensland was named after the family. It was later renamed 
Battery Hill following the Russian scare of 1882. John's daughter, M ary, 
married John Robinson in Queensland on 28 N ovember 1888. Sheheld her 
grandfather's M ilitary General Service M edal and following her death it was 
sold by the family and eventually held in a private collection.

W hen German coastal 
shipping between H eligoland Bight and Rotterdam resumed, E47 was one 
of four submarines sent to intercept the convoy but it is believed that she 
was struck by a mineon 20 August 1917 and lost in the N orth Sea without 
SurvIVOrs. 


The wreck of the E47 was not found until 2002 when it was located in the 
N orth Sea about 6 nautical miles northwest of Texel in the province of N orth 
H olland in the N etherlands by Divingteam N oordkaap from the island of 
Vlieland in the north of the N etherlands. The remains of the hull revealed 
a large hole at the portside of the control room area which indicated it had 
been struck by a mine. 


One of those lost on the E47 was Lieutenant Colin Fraser Creswell, son of 
Vice Admiral Sir William Rooke Creswell KCMG, KBE, RAN.

After Roy Atcherley Vosper, a distant cousin to the famous flying twins 
Richard and David Atcherley, completed his schooling at Plymouth College 
he worked as a junior clerk for Anglo-American Oil Co Ltd and was also 
training with the Plymouth Officer Training Corps. He was posted to 
the Army Reserve as a private and joined the Inns of Court OTC on 29 
December 1916. He applied for admission to an Officer Cadet Unit with 
the Royal Sussex Regiment and then on 9 April 1917 he decided to try out 
for the Royal Flying Corps and was accepted and attached to the School 
of M ilitary Aeronautics at Reading. Effective from 29 September his rank 
was confirmed as 2nd Lieutenant and on 6 J anuary 1918 he embarked with 
RFC's 58 Squadron to join Britain's Expeditionary Force in Europe. On 1 
April 1918 theRFC and RNAS became the RAF and Roy was appointed to 
this new force eventually becoming a full Lieutenant. 


On July 1918 while conducting a night bombing raid with 149 Squadron 
over occupied France he and his observer Lieutenant A.Smith failed to 
return and were reported missing. Unfortunately they had been shot down 
and captured by the Germans at south-west Armentieres but this was not 
officially confirmed until 21 September 1918. He was in POW camps at 
Karlsruhe, Landshut in Bavaria and Kamstigall near Pillau. At war's end 
he and other British officers were repatriated to Leith in Scotland arriving 
on 13 December 1918. 


R oy Vosper remained with the RAF after the war and served in India and was 
injured with 31 Squadron whileferrying a Bristol Fighter from C awnporeto 
Peshawar. After leaving the RAF heworked with the Colonial Administrative 
Service in Nigeria. One of his unpublished reports issued in April 1940 was 
titled ‘Intelligence Report on Benin City District, Benin Division, Benin 
Province’. M ost of his WWII and later military service was in Tripolitania. 
In 1948 after he relinquished his commission he returned to his civil service 
work in West Africa. Roy Atcherley Vosper died on 13 August 1964 at St 
H elier on the Island of Jersey at age 65.

John 'Jack' Leonard Farrington was born on 14 June 1906 in Sydney, 
Australia, to English parents. H e grew up in Fiji, where his father who was 
a doctor died in 1915. The following year his mother moved the family 
to Canada, where she was appointed M atron at the Provincial Home for 
Incurables at M arpole in Vancouver. J ack was educated at public and high 
schools in Vancouver, British Columbia and then at the University of British 
Columbia graduating as a Bachelor of Applied Science in M ay 1928, with 
1st class honours in mining engineering. In his third year at university he 
was awarded its Dunamuir Scholarship for highest standing in mining 
engineering. 
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After graduation, his profession was that of a field and mining geologist, in 
sub-Saharan Africa. From J une 1928 to M ay 1931 he was a field geologist 
with Loangwa Concessions in Northern Rhodesia (present-day Zambia). 
From M ay 1931 to July 1936 he was in Southern Rhodesia (present-day 
Zimbabwe), working for the Gold Fields Rhodesian D evelopment Company, 
for valuation and development of prospects, and as the only geologist at 
the Wanderer M ine. He looked at the K akemega goldfield in Kenya, then 
enjoying a gold rush, but did not stay. From July 1936 to November 1937 
he became an assistant geologist at the head office of New Consolidated 
Goldfields, at Johannesburg, South Africa. Moving to the Gold Coast 
(present day Ghana), from N ovember 1937 he became chief geologist with 
the Ashanti Goldfields Corporation and was the first resident geologist at 
the rich Ashanti gold mine. 


When he volunteered for military service in 1939 his application claimed 
experience in (1) interpretation of air surveys, (2) mine development, (3) 
diamond drilling, (4) organization of field parties and prospecting units, 
and (5) handling of labour; also 'special knowledge’ of aerial surveying 
(based on the planning and interpretation of four such surveys), tunnelling, 
surveying, and general reconnaissance of unmapped or poorly mapped 
territory. However, hewas not accepted for service dueto poor vision in one 
eye. Up until 1942 his work included wide experience in siting positions for 
boring and control of boring operations involving diamond drills, including 
siting of boreholes for water, and in 1941 hebecamean Associate (postwar a 
M ember) of the Institution of M ining and M etallurgy (UK), and in February 
1943 also a Fellow of the Society of Economic Geologists (USA). 


W hen he was finally accepted for military service in 1942, at the age of 36, 
he sought employment with boring units of the Royal Engineers. H owever, 
after initial training with N o. 6 Training Battalion RE (at Elgin in Scotland) 
from 30 October to 21 December 1942, he was attached to the Survey 
Training Centre RE (near Ruabon in north Wales) to attend a field survey 
course, followed by a coursein air survey and cartography, from 22 December 
1942 to 28 April 1943. The Survey Centre's main function was to train 
officers and men as military surveyors, who would then be able to act as 
reinforcements for existing survey units, and for the formation of new units. 
H e was then detached to 14 Corps Field Survey (CFS) Company RE from 
28 April to 17 J uly; returned to the Survey Training CentreRE from 18 J uly 
to 12 October; and detached again, to 523 CFS Company RE, before being 
posted to |ISTD, at Oxford, on 8 November 1943. J ack's'O fficer's R ecord of 
Service’ notes that he was detached briefly to B.A.S. Washington, USA from 
19 October to 5 November 1944, and to active service in NW Europe with 
21 Army Group in France, Belgium and Holland from 24 December 1944 
to 19 January 1945. Soon after the Geological Section ISTD was formed, 
Jack became its officer commanding. 


After the war Jack went to Nigeria, where as a consultant, his first client 
was Amalgamated Tin M ines of Nigeria (ATM N ). There he took part in an 
aerial survey of the]os Plateau, and made the acquaintance of the Western 
Nigerian goldfield. Then he was invited to be the official consultant to the 
ATMN Group, based in N igeria. H e published a preliminary description of 
the Nigerian lead-zinc field and undertook a mining survey in Cameroon. 
After being appointed Assistant General M anager with ATM N in 1953, he 
was promoted to General M anager in 1957. Whilst General M anager, he 
was appointed a ‘special member' of N igeria's N orthern H ouse of Assembly 
(Lagos Times, 4 September 1961) to represent the region's mining interests, 
and promoted Northern Nigeria as 'an awakening giant’. He served until 
retirement from Nigeria in September 1964. 


Presentation copies of the farewell speeches that marked his resignation 
from the H ouse were donated by the family to the Pitt Rivers M useum at 
Oxford in 2006, as part of the documentation that accompanied donation 
of two ceremonial fans. Also, with retirement imminent, in the Queen's 
Birthday Honours of 1964 he was appointed a Commander of the M ost 
Excellent Order of the British Empire for his services to the mining industry 
in Nigeria. 

Jack and his wife returned to England, to Tonbridgein Kent, before moving 
to the Channel Island of J ersey where he continued with some consultancy 
work after retirement, but died there on 20 M arch 1982.

The following are extracts from a letter, one of many, written by Private 
Frank Best, of the second Tasmanian contingent, to his mother at Westbury 
and reported in the Examiner (Launceston, Tasmania) on Tuesday 3 April 
1900, po. 


CAPETOWN, Feb. 24, 1900 


"We have just been ordered to the front after being here for nine weeks. 
There does not seem much to do up here, as the Boers are being beaten 
everywhere, especially where we are going. They have Cronje surrounded. 
Weareall busy packing up. | have enjoyed myself very much, and every one 
of us is eager to get to the front. We have met several Tasmanians, so have 
been treated well. We had plenty of time to look over the town. The people 
are mostly blacks. O ur camp is close to the hospital, so we see the wounded 
as they are brought down. Several hundred Boer prisoners passed yesterday, 
and they all seemed glad they were in the hands of the British. 


It is likely we shall go to England after the war, which will soon be finished. 
We areall to be mounted on little ponies used to climbing hills, as they are 
said to be better than the big horses at the work. We will stop at a place 
about 120 miles up to get them, and will stay for two days to give those 
who cannot ride a chance of learning. They are schooled on an old mule 
bareback, so we will have plenty of fun. Fruit is very cheap here, and a ton 
of juicy grapes are sent to the front every day for the soldiers. 


Closeto our tent thereis a big tin house called the soldiers' home, where they 
sell tea, cocoa, cake, etc., very cheaply, and every evening there is a concert 
and refreshments free, and we are treated splendidly. We marched through 
the town on Wednesday with about 6000 troops. This was done to impress 
the Dutch living there. The Tassies got special mention in the papers. 


There were sports held yesterday to welcome us, but | could not get away 
until 4 o'clock, so | could only run in the 880 yards flat race. | was the only 
Australian who won aprize, agrand pipe. T hey cheered me, and cried, 'Well 
done, Tassie.' | feel proud to think | was the only successful Australian, 
beating men from England, Scotland, Wales, Canada, Cape Colony, etc. 
We have with us some of every regiment of the English army. The bugle has 
just sounded 'pack tents’, so | must finish. The Gordon Highlanders are all 
coming round to say good-by (sic). They think a lot of our chaps, as they 
were with our other boys at the front." 


On 21 September 1900 the residents of Westbury extended an enthusiastic 
welcome to Private Frank Best who had been invalided home from South 
Africa. The gathering was held in the library hall. After several speeches of 
welcome, the Chairman, Mr C.W. Allen on behalf of residents presented 
Private Best with a gold medal bearing theinscription, 'M emento presented by 
the residents of Westbury to Private F.Best, second contingent, South African 
war, 21/9/1900’. Private Best was also the recipient from M rJ.B.Stewart, an 
old Ashanti campaigner, of a handsome blackwood walking stick.

Sidney H arry J effryes was born at Toowoomba, Queensland in 1884, theson of a postmaster and telegraphist with the Q ueensland Post and Telegraph. Sidney 
is recorded as working as telegraphist from 1909 and then qualified as a wireless operator with Australasian Wireless Co Ltd. |n October 1911 it was reported 
in the Sydney Sun, 'Record by the Kyarra. Mr S.H .J effryes, wireless operator on the A.U.S.N. Co's Kyarra, which was fitted up by the Australasian Wireless 
Co Ltd, has put up a record for overland wireless messages between ships.’ 


Radio operator, Sidney J effryes, and his contribution to Douglas M awson's Australasian Antarctic Expedition of 1911-14, has been recognised with a plaque 
at his formerly unmarked grave, at a cemetery in Ararat, Victoria. The bronze plaque, commissioned by the M awson's Huts Foundation, reads - 'M awson's 
expedition was the first to use wireless in Antarctica and Queensland born Jeffryes is credited with establishing reliable two-way communications between 
the AAE M ain Base and M acquarie Island where a five-man team relayed messages from Antarctica to Australia.’

‘The AAE expedition was the first Antarctic expedition in history, and the only one during theH eroic Age of Antarctic Exploration, to maintain radio contact 
with its country of origin. Only a high power facility of comparable capacity to those recently established at Sydney (VIS) and Perth (VIP) would have been 
capable of direct communication between H obart and Cape Denison and this would have been prohibitively expensive and resource hungry for the expedition. 
It was decided to establish an intermediate station at M acquarielsland, and by halving the maximum distance for each signal to traverse, it was expected that 
the 2kW Telefunken transmitters of the Australasian Wireless Co., Ltd. would enable reliable communication. 


Jeffryes had a keen interest in both Antarctica and wireless telegraphy and when the first call for applications to join the AAE was made, he sought an 
appointment as wireless operator. But at that time his length of experience as a telegraphist and wireless telegraphist was not great and he was not successful. 
Douglas M awson appointed Walter H enry H annam who was associated with the prominent patriot George Augustine Taylor and had himself been involved 
with the establishment of the Wireless Institute of Australia. 


A series of tragedies and mishaps had led to the Cape Denison shore base on Antarctica being kept open for a second winter, M arch-December 1913. But 
there had been some tension between M awson and Hannam and in January 1913, Hannam elected to return home after his year at M acquarie Island and 
Cape Denison. The intermediate station that he set up at Wireless Hill on M acquarie Island was fully functional and providing sterling service exchanging 
messages with the H obart coastal station VIH. But there had been ongoing issues with both transmission and reception at Cape Denison, and only occasional 
messages were got out. This failure prevented the expedition fulfilling the terms of its contract with Australian and London Press in providing timely updates 
on the activities and status of the expedition. The replacement wireless officer would bring with him improved wireless telegraphy receivers (sensitivity of the 
crucial detectors was taking great strides at the time) which it was expected would make the Cape Denison station fully effective. 


An appeal was made for a wireless operator to serve during the second winter of the AAE, and now Jeffryes was given the appointment. J effryes arrived at the 
Cape Denison shore base in February 1913 as the base was enduring a near-nightmare situation. The expedition's leader and commander, Douglas M awson, 
stumbled into the base, the sole survivor of a sled dog probe eastward along the previously unknown interior coastline of the Australian Antarctic Territory. 
As thenew wireless operator, | effryes was able to start the relay of communications that would inform Australia of the expedition leader's survival. H owever, 
within days of M awson's arrival, the Antarctic winter began.

M awson's expedition hut was located close to what was then the location 

of the South M agnetic Pole, and continued radio interference and static 
associated with polar conditions threatened the base's minimal ability to 
contact M acquarie Island. The expedition leader at first admired J effryes's 
assiduity with earphones and M orse-code key, but grew increasingly guarded 
in his praise. In M awson's words, Jeffryes "applied himself to work with 
enthusiasm and perhaps an over-conscientious spirit." Climate conditions 
outside the hut made winter outdoor exercise impossible, leading to cabin 
fever. All the expeditioners would have been familiar with tales of Antarctic 
winter madness and particularly the problems of the Belgian Antarctic 
Expedition. Conditions at Cape Denison were clearly worse than those on 
the Belgica dueto the K atabatic wind which because of the unique geography 
is at its upper extreme in the vicinity. 


In July 1913, as Antarctica neared midwinter, wireless operator J effryes 
began to present symptoms of paranoia to his fellow shoreparty winter 
explorers, noneof whom knew how to receiveor transmit messages in M orse 
code. Expedition leader M awson began to encourage another expedition 
member, Airman Frank Bickerton, to learn M orse code as quickly as 
possible. | effryes's condition waxed and waned; for some weeks his comrades 
believed he was recovering, but in September of the same year the radioman 
experienced a psychotic break and began transmitting a message, through 
M acquarie Island, to Australia. Declaring himself to be the only sane man 
on the expedition, J effryes accused all of his comrades of having joined a 
criminal conspiracy to murder him. M awson thereupon relieved J effryes of 
his duties. In December 1913, the expedition's vessel Aurora relieved the 
troubled Antarctic shore party. 


Jeffryes was excluded from the welcoming celebrations in Adelaide due to 
his medical status. Yet he was paid off two days after arrival at Adelaide. 
M awson stated subsequently that he believed that J effryes had returned to 
full health: "Later on Jeffreys improved, and on the arrival of the ship he 
became quite normal, and in that condition he was landed at Adelaide we 
believing that he would never again have any further trouble of thekind. On 
the return voyage Dr. M aclean occupied the same cabin with him, and kept 
him closely under observation. Dr. M aclean reported to methat J effreys was 
quite well and no thought ever entered our mind that he would not travel 
straight home without risk. In fact his condition was so good that | decided 
not to make any mention of the matter to his people. 


In M arch 1914 it was realised that J effryes had not returned to the family 
home in Toowoomba and was missing. Six days later he was found near 
Stawell, exhausted and starved, having lived on roots and grubs, and drinking 
water from stagnant pools. He was arrested, clearly in a psychotic break 
and presented at the Stawell Court. His poignant plea from the dock was 
"Let me go back and die, where! have hidden my trunk, in the silence of the 
ranges." The Court committed J effryes to the Ararat Asylum. 


H is mental condition was diagnosed as paranoid schizophrenia whilehewas 
confined to theAradaleM ental H ospital in Ararat, Victoria. Letters from the 
health center, written to M awson in 1915, testify to his challenges. Little is 
known of his later life. He died under confinement in 1942. 


Jeffryes' meticulous records of wireless reception quality during the second 
year of the Australasian Antarctic Expedition were correlated by himself, 
and by other expeditioners, with other observations of variables such as 
magnetic readings, auroral intensity, and St Elmo's Fire. These identified, 
perhaps for the first time, the impacts of Antarctic conditions upon low 
frequency radio wave propagation. 


The expedition's head and designated spokesman, Douglas M awson, 
had little to say in his published histories about J effryes' active service in 
Antarctica. For almost 100 years, the unfortunate wireless operator's name 
was suppressed from most Antarctic records. But in August 2010, the 
Australian Antarctic Division honored J effryes for his pioneering winter 
service by naming a previously unnamed glacier after him. The J effryes 
Glacier is located at 67 4' South, 143 59' East, in the Australian Antarctic 
Territory. It should not be confused with the J effries Glacier. 


In December 2013, the first opera to be based on M awson's 1911-14 
expedition to Antarctica, The Call of Aurora (by Tasmanian composer J oe 
Bugden) was performed at The Peacock T heatrein H obart. A chamber opera, 
The Call of Aurora investigates the relationship between Douglas M awson 
and his wireless operator, Sidney J effryes.'

Staunton Spain was a notary public and served as a marshal, Admiralty 
jurisdiction, Supreme Court.

1946 after being struck by a city tram. The Spain's family connection to the 
area where they lived is recognised by the naming of Spain's Wharf Road 
and a look-out on Kurraba Point. Spain's brother, Alfred, was a prominent 
architect, was involved in many other business and charitable endeavours 
and had a stellar military career and was also awarded the silver Royal 
Shipwreck Relief & Humane Society of N ew South Wales M edal for saving 
a young boy from drowning in 1934. 


Staunton Spain presented a bell from China to the Ward Room, HMAS 
Penguin. M orethan 100 of his glass-plate negatives survive in collections in 
theM itchell Library in Sydney and renamed in the Bracegirdle Collection in 
theAustralian War M emorial Canberra. In the book Blue] ackets & Boxers by 
Bob Nicholls, in Chapter 10, p73, wherethe author describes the contingents 
move to Peking in October he states, 'T he Officer in charge of this fleet was 
Lieutenant Staunton Spain, who had brought his unwieldy glass-plate camera 
with him from Australia. His record of the contingent's time in China takes 
a prominent place in the illustrations in this book.’

On 17 May 1913 it was reported in the Auckland Star newspaper that 
2Lt George Finch M iller, 6th (H auraki) Regt had been dismissed from the 
defence forces for absence without leave.

During 
the advance through the wood under a very dense fog many men became 
separated from their units. Under instructions from his platoon Commander, 
Sergeant Bliss took under his command a platoon so separated and led them 
forward under a heavy artillery barrage through the wood and joined up 
again in line with his Company. Sergeant Bliss personally led a party of 
these men against an enemy machine gun position in Long Valley where he 
captured ten prisoners and three machine guns. He inspired his men with 
great confidence by his gallant deeds and afterwards with another party he 
rushed an enemy 4.2 gun position capturing two guns and 12 prisoners. He 
then led his men on to the objective where he assisted his platoon Commander 
to reorganise. The bravery, fearlessness of this N.C.O. was splendid. He 
greatly assisted the advance of his Company by forming a solid flanking 
platoon on its right.

A report of the death of Leslie Allen in The Age (M elbourne) on Tuesday 
12 August 1919 reads as follows. 'The death of Leslie M ax Allen, aged 28 
years, a returned soldier, who was shot with a pea rifle at North Wandin 
last Sunday, has been reported to the Coroner. Allen, who had put in four 
years on active service, at Gallipoli (see footnote) and in France, had upon 
his discharge (not yet discharged according to letter dated 15 October 1919 
in his Service File and widow issued with M emorial Plaque) decided to 
select land. For this purpose he went with his father to N orth Wandin. On 
Sunday he left the house where he was staying to shoot rabbits, and took 
a pea rifle with him. As he did not return, a search was made for him, and 
he was found lying beside a fence with a wound on the left breast. The pea 
rifle lay on the other side in a position that indicated its discharge while 
being pulled through. The injured man was not dead, but died on the way 
to Caulfield M ilitary H ospital. 


(Note: Dvr L.M.Allen did not serve at Gallipoli. He embarked from 
Australia on 25 November 1915 and disembarked at Suez on 21 December 
1915. The evacuation of troops from Gallipoli had already begun on 15 
December 1915.) 


Subsequently, a report in the Weekly Times (M elbourne) on Saturday 30 
August 1919 reads as follows. 'FATAL GUNSHOT WOUND - SUICIDAL 
IMPULSE POSSIBLE. In giving evidence at the M orgue this week, Mr 
Edward Allen's theory of the death of his son, Leslie M ax Allen (28) a 
returned soldier, was that in getting through a wire fence at Wandin N orth 
on August 10, his had either slipped or become entangled and accidentally 
discharged his rifle. M edical evidence showed that the singlet, but not the 
shirt or tunic, had been pierced. 
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Dr R. H. Cole, the Coroner, returned a finding that Allen died from the 
effects of a gunshot wound self-inflicted, but that there was no evidence to 
show how the wound came to be self-inflicted. It appeared from evidence 
that Allen had got up early with the declared intention of shooting rabbits. 
Dr Coleremarked that the fact of the shot having missed the tunic and shirt 
of the dead man, and having passed through the singlet, made it look likea 
case of suicide. H e added that there could be little doubt that the shock and 
strain of service at the front had a tendency to arouse the suicidal impulse 
among some of the returned men.

Citation: On the night of 25th-26th July, 1953, Lance Corporal Crockford 
was commanding the section of six men holding the C ontact Bunker between 
Hill 111, the right flank of the United States 1st M arine Division, and Hill 
121, on which was situated the left flank position of his own battalion. 


Immediately after a very heavy enemy artillery barrage, which covered the 
whole area, a fierce assault was made by an enemy company. In the bitter 
hand to hand fighting in the trenches around his position, Lance Corporal 
Crockford skilfully and coolly directed the fire of his section, with complete 
disregard for his own safety and with such effect that the enemy was 
prevented from isolating the two hills. 


Realising that there were still many enemy in the area after the first assault, 
this non-commissioned officer called for artillery fire, himself giving the 
necessary corrections. His accurate control was most effective. 


Throughout the night Lance Corporal Crockford never ceased radioing 
information to his battalion. M uch of this information he gained only by 
moving some hundred yards through continuous heavy shell fire to the 
Marine CP on Hill 111, whose own communications had been cut. His 
information was of inestimable value.

In an account of his service Kenneth Crockford recalls his first action in 
Korea as follows. 'On 06] un1953 L/Cpl Crockford was on patrol with Sgt 
W.J.Bruce when about 20 Chinese ambushed them as they moved from a 
deep valley up to a feature. The enemy waited until the leading scouts of 
the patrol moved into the apex of the valley and then opened fire with light 
machine guns, burp guns, and percussion grenades. T here weresix casualties 
and L/Cpl Crockford was wounded in the knee.
